Their release is 
conditioned upon a special quaran- 
tine agreement to he entered into 
by the owner and his veterinarian, 
at the owner's expense. Dojrs 
found ruiininjr-at-lai'jre will be de- 
tained for a limited period of time 
and if not claimed by their own- 
ers, will be put to death. Au- 
thorities have tin choice, but strict 
enforcement of the dojr law at 
this time in order to prevent the 
spread of rabies, now prevalent 
in Philadelphia and other sections.
